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Network Rail 
paths dosure 
causes anger

SECTIONS of public footpaths 
in Ely have been closed unlaw¬ 
fully - sparking anger from a 
campaign group. 

Network Rail has apologised 
for not following the “correct 
processes” before shutting foot¬ 
paths 17 and 57, which cross the 
railway line on either side of the 
River Lark to the east of Ely. 

Ely footpath 50, which con¬ 
nects to the Bishops Way circu¬ 
lar route between Ely, Chettish- 
am and Little Downham, also 
has a misleading notice stating 
that it is closed. 

Network Rail says it has closed 
the paths where they cross the

railway line because they had 
“significant safety concerns”, 
but the Open Spaces Society, 
Britain’s oldest national conser¬ 
vation body, is furious. 

The society’s local corre¬ 
spondent, Alysoun Hodges, said: 
“We deplore Network Rail’s pre¬ 
emptive action in closing public 
footpaths before any decision 
has been made about them. 

“These paths are highways 
in law and should be reopened 
forthwith. 

“We understand that Network 
Rail is applying retrospectively 


for a traffic regulation order to 
close footpaths 17 and 57, but 
of course it should have applied 
for this first. 

“We have urged the county 
council, which is responsible for 
keeping paths clear of obstruc¬ 
tion, to take swift action to en¬ 
sure that everyone can use and 
enjoy these paths.” 

Network Rail is currently car¬ 
rying out a consultation on the 
potential closure of path cross¬ 
ings over railways lines in East 
Anglia, but the public inquiry is 
not due to be held for another 
year. As a result, all paths are 
still highways in law.

COUNCIL 

Election will 
cost £12,000 


THE City of Ely Council’s 
upcoming election - for one 
seat - will cost the authority 
£12,000, the Ely News can 
confirm. 

One of the six Ely North 
Ward seats recently became 
vacant following the depar¬ 
ture of Simon Pittock. 

Four people are stand¬ 
ing for the post - John Yates 
(Independent), Edward 
Bengt Carlsson Browne (La¬ 
bour Party), Richard Gareth 
Llewelyn Morgan (no de¬ 
scription) and Mark Cooney 
(Spotted in Ely). 

An election is being held 
because 10 or more electors 
called for the seat to be filled 
- but some residents say the 
election is a waste of money. 

Eric Godber, of Ely’s 
Houghton Gardens, said: 
“The city council is perfectly 
able to function for a short 
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time without the vacancy 
being filled and the elec¬ 
tion could easily have been 
held at the same time as the 
county council elections 
next May, which would have 
been the most economic and 
sensible option, costing in 
the low thousands. 

“Electors might wish to 
bear these facts in mind and 
question the motives of the 
candidates standing. Are 
they really looking to the in¬ 
terests of the people of Ely?” 

Another resident, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “£12,000 is a significant 
amount for a parish coun¬ 
cil to have to fork out. The 
council would be able to op¬ 
erate perfectly fine without 


this seat being filled until 
next March.” 

Chairman of the city coun¬ 
cil, Ian Lindsay, confirmed 
that East Cambs District 
Council will charge the city 
council £12,000 for organis¬ 
ing and running the election. 

He said: “The charge arises 
because Ely North is a big 
ward, requiring two polling 
stations to be manned, as 
well as other administrative 
costs. 

“However, the city council 
has sufficient reserves to pay 
for the election in this finan¬ 
cial year. The election could 
not be avoided as far as the 
city council is aware.” 

The polling stations for eli¬ 
gible voters will be open on 
Thursday, October 6, from 
7am-10pm.

CATHEDRAL 


Cathedral work 
could uncover 
monks’ graves 



HISTORIC SITE: 
The cathedral 
chapter says 
proposed 
groundwork 
might uncover 
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SKELETONS and grave¬ 
stones could be uncovered if 
plans to carry out work in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral get 
the go-ahead. 

The cathedral’s chapter 
has submitted proposals for 
hard landscaping work to be 
carried out on Cross Green - 
the green space on the north 
side of the cathedral. 

In a statement to planners 
at East Cambs District Coun¬ 
cil, the cathedral’s agents, 
Purcell, said: “During recent 
works to install a swale along 
the north side of the ca¬ 
thedral, bodies were found 
close to the surface. 

“It is possible that the 
proposed groundworks on 
Cross Green might uncover 
unknown burials or tomb 
stones. 

“The area on the south 


side of the cathedral choir, 
to the east of the south tran¬ 
sept, was formerly the loca¬ 
tion of a cemetery for the 
monks. 

“The location of the buri¬ 
als is unknown, apart from 
the tombs that are visible on 
the west side of the existing 
concrete-grass hard stand¬ 
ing in this area.” 

The proposed work in¬ 
cludes removing and replac¬ 
ing the existing hardstand- 
ing at the entrance to Cross 
Green from The Gallery, 
renewing the “defective” 
timber gate - and installing 
a second timber gate at the 
west entrance to the grave¬ 


yard in front of the cathe¬ 
dral’s north transept. 

The planning application 
also involves building a new 
fire engine hardstanding 
area on the south side of the 
cathedral to the east of the 
south transept - next to a site 
containing tombs. 

The chapter says all the 
work, if approved, will be 
“carried out under archaeo¬ 
logical supervision”. 

The final decision lies with 
the district council.

Ely outpatient 
clinic now safe 


MINOR injury units in Ely 
and Fenland might still be at 
risk - but outpatients clinics 
are now safe. 

The Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) 
has been searching for an al¬ 
ternative provider for outpa¬ 
tients services at both Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital 
and Doddington Hospital 
since May last year. 

The services are cur¬ 
rently provided by the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust, which 
will continue to provide 
them until September 2017. 

But from then onwards, 
the clinics will be run by the 
Peterborough and Stamford 
Hospitals NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, the CCG has an¬ 
nounced. 

Tracy Dowling, chief offic- 
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er at the CCG, said: “Whilst 
there is still much work to 
do to agree the finer details, 
this is an excellent example 
of our local NHS working to¬ 
gether as one system to de¬ 
liver the important services 
our patients need. 

“We would like to take this 
opportunity of thanking the 
staff for their continued pa¬ 
tience and for their contin¬ 
ued commitment to their 
patients and for their hard 
work during this difficult 
period.” 

Outpatient services in¬ 
clude aural care, care of the 
elderly, dermatology, gynae¬ 
cology, orthotics and urogy- 
naecology, to name just a 
few. 


North East Cambs MP 
Steve Barclay is now hoping 
for a similar outcome for the 
three minor injury units in 
the county which are under 
threat. 

He tweeted: “After staff 
were told the outpatients 
services were to end in April 
at Ely and Doddington, the 
CCG have now confirmed 
they are secure with a new 
contract. MIUs next.” 

It was in July that a re¬ 
port written by the CCG was 
leaked by a whistleblower 
to Mr Barclay saying that 
all three MIUs are at risk of 
closing. 

The CCG insists it is look¬ 
ing at “a number of options” 
and that no decision to close 
any of the units has been 
made, but the report has 
sparked concern across the 
region.

Man cleared 
of driving 
dangerously

A MAN who caused the death 
of a teenage motorcyclist last 
year was not driving danger¬ 
ously at the time of the colli¬ 
sion, a court has heard. 

Adrian Fry, of Briars End 
Way, Witchford, pictured, 
has been found not guilty of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving after a fatal crash on 
the A1123 at Hill Row Cause¬ 
way on January 22 last year. 

The accident caused the 
death of 19-year-old Karl 
Langley, from Sutton, who 
had travelled just 277 metres 
from his home when he col¬ 
lided head-on with Fry’s Ford 
Focus. 

Fry, 51, had previously 
pleaded guilty to causing 
death by careless driving but 
denied he had been driving 
dangerously when his car 
struck Mr Langley. 





This formed the case being 
put forward by the prosecu¬ 
tion. 

However, after reviewing 
the evidence Judge Gareth 
Hawkesworth said at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court last 
Thursday there was no case 
to answer on the dangerous 
driving count. 

He told jurors: “I have 
come to the conclusion that 
there is not sufficient evi¬ 
dence of dangerous driving 
in this case. 


“There is not sufficient evi¬ 
dence to rebut the explana¬ 
tion given by Mr Fry in his 
lengthy police interviews.” 

Judge Hawkesworth said 
the facts of the case amount¬ 
ed to Fry having driven care¬ 
lessly, but not dangerously. 

He added: “In the circum¬ 
stances it is right and appro¬ 
priate that a not guilty [plea] 
is entered in respect of count 
one, the offence that we were 
trying.” 

The case was adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report to 
be prepared and to give Mr 
Langley’s family time to write 
a victim impact statement. 

Fry, who was represented 
by Michael Bromley-Martin 
QC, was granted bail and will 
be sentenced on October 19.

Ste Cecile likewise has experienced 
what pigeons do naturally. It's a 
magnificent building.

The Albi cathedral's approach to 
the pigeon problem was to involve 
the LPO, France's equivalent to the 
RSPB. Co-operatively they set up a 
CCTV system to follow the nesting of 
peregrine falcons, high in the tower. 
Peregrines enjoy pigeon, the tower 
broods fledge well to continue the 
hunt. 

Inside the cathedral, and the 
adjacent tourist office, TV monitors 
show activity around the nest. Always 
surrounded by interested visitors, the 
CCTV has proved very popular. 

A bonus comes through the visitors 
buying mementos of the cathedral and 
the city. The LPO attracts subscriptions 
and promotes its activities. Likewise 
the local press covers the peregrines' 
return to the tower each spring.

CHIFDREN in Fittleport are hop¬ 
ing that their artwork will lead to 
motorists creating a safer envi¬ 
ronment outside their school. 

Focal PCSO Annie Austin has 
been working with pupils at 
Millfield Primary School on an 
initiative aimed at stopping driv¬ 
ers from parking illegally on the 
single yellow lines outside and 
around the school gates. 


PCSO Austin has arranged 
for pupils to produce a series of 
letters spelling out ‘NO PARK¬ 
ING’, which will then be digi¬ 
tally placed onto a banner to be 
displayed outside the school, in 
Grange Fane. 

She says the initiative is in 
support of the existing single 
yellow lines which prohibit park¬ 
ing outside the school at specific 


times, including on the footpath 
and the verge adjacent to the 
lines, mainly at drop-off and 
pick-up times. 

PCSO Austin said: “The chil¬ 
dren displayed their artwork as 
a pre-warning to parents that it 
is dangerous, as well as illegal, 
to park at these locations during 
the school run. 

“It is my hope that the ban¬ 


ner will serve as a permanent 
reminder that the safety of chil¬ 
dren is paramount. The school 
is in full support of the initiative 
and will be distributing details to 
parents.” 

Drivers caught parked outside 
school gates or irresponsibly 
near schools can be fined - and 
can even get points on their li¬ 
cence.

Plans go in for 
new car park 


PLANS to create more than 
120 extra car parking spaces 
near Ely railway station have 
moved a step closer. 

It was in June that East 
Cambs District Council 
bosses announced they had 
purchased a piece of land 
close to the station with the 
aim of providing additional 
car parking spaces for com¬ 
muters. 

The land is close to the 
Tesco ‘Click and Collect’ 
depot at The Dock, in Angel 
Drove. 

The council has now ap¬ 
plied - to itself - for plan¬ 
ning permission to change 
the use of the land to a pub¬ 
lic car park, complete with 
a footpath linking it to the 
existing car parking facilities 
in Angel Drove. 

It is expected that the 
cost of parking at the new 
site will be the same as the 
prices at the Angel Drove car 
park. 

In a statement to plan¬ 
ners, the council’s agents 
said: “The proposed works

include the construction 
of a car park to provide 128 
spaces (including eight dis¬ 
abled spaces) on an unused 
patch of scrubland, whilst 
also providing a new foot¬ 
path link between the two. 

“The Dock is located off 
Angel Drove and currently 
serves the Tesco supermar¬ 
ket together with other com¬ 
mercial units. 

“Due to its proximity to 
the railway station, it is ex¬ 
pected that the car park use 
will be for commuters/rail¬ 
way users thus alleviating 
demand on other car parks 
currently used by railway 
users. 

“The new link footpath 
will also offer a safe passage 
for those using the existing 
Angel Drove car park to the 
railway station.” 

The agents say the car 
park would be fitted with 
“adequate lighting and 


CCTV” - and traffic calming 
measures in a bid to prevent 
anti-social behaviour. 

Their report said: “The car 
park has been designed to 
incorporate traffic calming 
measures to mitigate some 
of the anti-social issues that 
have been apparent else¬ 
where. It will also include 
adequate lighting and CCTV 
provisions in order to pro¬ 
vide a safe and usable car 
park. 

“In addition to the new 
car park, the proposals also 
include a new 1.8m wide 
link to the existing car park 
in order to provide a safer 
passage for those using the 
Angel Drove car park to the 
railway station. 

“Again, as with the new car 
park, the link will be suitably 
lit and covered by CCTV.” 

The final decision lies 
with planners at the council.

Saddle up for sharp

T owards the buiiet- 

riddled conclusion of 
director Antoine Fuqua's 
stylish western remake, a 
voiceover dreamily 
recalls the self-sacrifice and 
heroism of seven righteous men, 
who laid down their lives for a 
town in jeopardy. 

"It was magnificent," gushes 
the film's narrator. 

That's going a little far. 

In its bombastic latest 
incarnation, The Magnificent 
Seven lassos a stellar cast and a 
rollicking soundtrack composed 
by the late, great James Horner 
and completed by his good 
friend, Simon Franglen. 

Action sequences are orches¬ 
trated at a canter and Richard 
Wenk and Nic Pizzolatto's script 
introduces some moments of 
bone dry humour in between the 
frenetic shoot-outs. 

It's an entertaining ride, but 
Fuqua struggles to distinguish

his battle royale between morally 
conflicted men from the 
countless westerns that have 
trotted down this same narrative 
trail. 

Oscar-winner Denzel Wash¬ 
ington, who won his golden 
statuette in Fuqua's 2001 film 
Training Day, is a swaggering, 
physically imposing hero, driven 
to his suicidal actions in the 
name of retribution. 

He is matched, verbal blow for 
blow, by Peters Sarsgaard as the 
glowering villain of the piece, 
who demonstrates his wanton 
disregard for human life in a 
brutal, unflinching opening act. 

The year is 1879 and the scars 
of the American Civil War are yet 
to heal. The God-fearing folk of 
Rose Creek seek solace in 


church, but the spiritual peace is 
shattered by the arrival of greedy 
industrialist Bartholomew Bogue 
(Sarsgaard) and his goons, who 
intend to drive families out of 
their homes. 

"Twenty dollars for each parcel 
of land," Bogue tells the enraged 
congregation, shooting dead 
several dissenters, including 
faithful husband Matthew Cullen 
(Matt Bomer). 

Grieving widow Emma Cullen 
(Haley Bennett) and her friend 
Teddy (Luke Grimes) canter to 
neighbouring Amador City to 
enlist the services of bounty 
hunter Sam Chisolm (Washing¬ 
ton) to kill Bogue. 

"You don't need a bounty 
hunter, you need an army," scoffs 
Chisolm, who has crossed paths 
with the industrialist before. 

Moved by Emma's tearful 
plight, the gunslinger corrals six 
men of dubious character to 
wage war in Rose Creek: 


compulsive gambler Josh 
Farraday (Chris Pratt), sharp 
shooter Goodnight Robicheaux 
(Ethan Hawke), assassin Billy 
Rocks (Byung-hun Lee), tracker 
Jack Horne (Vincent D'Onofrio), 
Mexican outlaw Vasquez 
(Manuel Garcia-Rulfo) and 
Comanche warrior Red Harvest 
(Martin Sensmeier). 

The scene is set for a rootin' 
tootin' showdown between the 
rival factions. 

The Magnificent Seven rests 
comfortably on the shoulders of 
Washington and his co-stars. 

Pratt continues to pigeonhole 
himself as Hollywood's favourite 
wisecracking action man and 
Hawke and Lee catalyse a 
fascinating and flawed double- 
act. The script is peppered with 
well-heeled one-liners and the 
final assault on Rose Creek packs 
in sufficient excitement to 
warrant staying in the saddle for 
133 minutes. 


THE GIRL WITH ALL THE 
GIFTS (15)

PREDOMINANTLY filmed on 
location in the West Midlands, 
this grim vision of mankind 
teetering on the brink of 
annihilation feels second hand 
for the majority of its slow-burn¬ 
ing 111 minutes. 

Scenes of the infected sinking 
their gnashers into human limbs 
or stray animals ensure plenty of 
blood is spilt, although the 
on-screen violence isn't 


particularly graphic or 
stomach - churning. 

Twelve-year-old 
newcomer Sennia 
Nanua lights up 
the screen as the 
miraculous child 
of the title, who 
holds the key to our 
salvation. She 
possesses an innate 
sweetness and innocence 
that catalyses tender scenes. 

An aggressive fungal infection 
has reduced the majority of the 
population to carnivorous 
predators known as "hungries” 


The contagion is 
spread through 
bodily fluids and 
victims are inactive 
unless they scent 
living prey, which 
inflames their 
appetite for flesh. 
At a heavily 
protected military 
base in rural 
England, Dr Caroline 
Caldwell (Glenn Close) oversees 
experiments on a group of 
infected children, who have 
miraculously retained their 
mental acuity. 


Her goal is to synthesize a 
vaccine from their brain 
matter and spinal fluid before 
the fungus becomes airborne. 

The Girl With All The Gifts 
shuffles through a series of 
claustrophobic set pieces, slowly 
whittling down the cast with 
bullets or bites. 

Close invests her idealistic 
medic with a chilling resolve, 
giving her character more depth 
than is on the page. 

Director Colm McCarthy opts 
for a grim, earthy palette, so the 
frequent splashes of crimson red 
stand out.
